It is 
my intention to inaugurate as quick- 
ly as possible a nation-wide campaign 
in behalf of the leaders of political 
and industrial democracy embraced 
in the platform of that party. But I 
dislike utterly to start on such a cam- 
paign while one of my opponents Is 
in prison, and especially while he is In 
prison for no crime other than an hon- 
est public expression of his political 
views. I refer to Eugene V. Debs 
nominee of the Socialist party.

under a patient, it should be rolled 
up to half Its width, the oil tucked 
under the patient, the latter turned 
over on the unrolled portion .and the 
sheet spread out. 


A folded sheet called a draw-sheet 


Is often placed under a patient's hips. 


The nurse should wear clothes that 


can be laundered and she should keep 
herself scrupulously clean. 


The patient should be 
given 
a 


sponge bath once a day for cleanliness 
and his mouth should be frequently 
washed with a 4 per cent solution of 
boric acid, (5 teaspoonsful of boric 
acid dissolved In^t pint of warm wat- 
er. 


Cold baths are sometimes used to 


lower the patient's temperature. The 
bedclothes are thrown off and cloths 
wrung out of cold water are applied* 
to his body, or he may be wrapped In 
a sheet wrung out of cold water. A 
fan may be employed to further cool 
the patient or Ice may be rubbed over 
his skin. 


When the temperature has been re- 


duced, the bedclothes are again drawn 
over the patient 


In some cases of kidney disease the 


hot pack '-! efficacious; a cotton blan- 
ket Is wrung out of hot water, the 
patient wrapping In it and the »ed- 
clothes Immediately tucked around 
him. 


A hot foot bath Is sometimes of 


service, A foot tub filled with hot 
water is put beside the bed, add a 
couple of teaspoonsfuls of mustard 
previously stirred to a uniform cream 
In a cupful of hot water, place the 
patient's feet In the bath and keep 
them there about 20 minutes. The 
bath may be put in bed if the patient 
is too sick to sit irp. 


Hot-water bottles should never be 


more than half filled and should al- 
ways be wrapped In a piece of flan- 
nel or blanket and never allowed to 
come in contact with the patient's 
skin. Great care should be taken not 
to burn the patient, a thing which 
may easily happen If h« is uncon- 
scious.
